breed in Canada dates back only 
to the winter of 1882-3. Several 
farmers at widely separated points and 
quite unknown toeach other brought 
overthat winter smallconsignments 
from United States herds. Among 
these may be mentioned M. Cook & 
Son, Aultsville, Ont., J. H. Hallman 
and his son, A. C. Hallman, New 
Dundee, Ont., E. Macklin & Sons, 
Fenella, Ont., H. & W. F. Bollert, 
Cassel, Ont. and James Sangster, 
Ormstown, Que. The cattle in these 
consignments came chiefly from the 
herds of B. B. Lord, Sinclairville, 
N. Y., Smiths & Powell, Syracuse, 
N. Y. and George E. Brown, Auro- 
ra, Ill. In 1884 J. N. Scatcherd & 
Son, wealthy lumber merchants of 
Buffalo, N. Y. and members of a 
Canadian family, imported from 
Holland a foundation herd which 
was placed on farms belonging to 
the family at Wyton, Ontario. A 
little later a shipment from the 
herd of Martin L. Sweet, Grand 
Rapids, Mich. was sold at auction 
in the county of Oxford, Ont., now 
the greatest black and white center 
in Canada. All the Holsteins in 
Canada came to us from the United 
States and were recorded in the 
American herd books, and many 
of our animals of the present day 
will be found to trace back to the 
herds above mentioned. 
At the Toronto exhibition of 
1883 about a dozen of the 
men interested in the new breed 


T HE history of the Holstein-Friesian =" 


got together and formed a 
Holstein-Friesian Association. Of that little group not 
one is now actively engaged in the business. A. C. Hall- 


man, the last to retain his interest in the breed, was killed 
by a fall from the top of his silo only a few weeks ago. 
He was a past president of the Canadian Association, also 
one of its auditors for a number of years past. His long 
experience and good common sense made him a power in 
council, and he will be greatly missed at future meetings. 
Neil Sangster, Ormstown, Que., now first vice-president of 
the Association, early took over the interests of his father, 
James Sangster, in the breed, and I believe that he is now 
the dean of the Canadian breeders. 

Others who early took an interest in the breed were

ton, B. C. For many years breeders of 
| Holsteins had a hard row to hoe. All the 
_.other leading breeds were well estab- 
lished long before the black and 
whites made their appearance and 
the inclination of our people was 
naturally towards the British 
breeds. Our country was in those 
days largely given up to grain 
growing and the raising of beef 
cattle. But greater interest was 
gradually developed in dairying and 
the raising. of bacon hogs (largely 
by intelligent government propa- 
ganda). More and more farmers 
engaged in dairying were induced 
to give the Holsteins a trial, and, 
of course, the men who once found 
what our favorites could do with 
reasonable care and feed very sel- 
dom changed to any other breed. 
The dairy tests at our provincial 
winter fairs, where we usually have 
from 50 to 100 cows of all the dairy 
breeds competing, and also at some 
of the fall fairs, have been a great 
factor in popularizing our breed 
with the Canadian public. The 
championship prizes in these public 
tests have so often been won by 
the Holsteins that it now occasions 
considerable surprise if a cow of 
any other breed is able to win. 
Among the breeders who deserve 
special credit along this line in the 
earlier days were C. J. Gil- 
roy & Son with Carmen Syl- 
via, a grand cow from whom May 
Echo Sylvia got part of her name 
and probably a good share of 
her excellence as a milker; George Rice with 
Eunice Clay and Calamity Jane, the latter four times a 
champion in the test at the Ontario Provincial Winter 
Fair, and one of the greatest transmitting cows Canada 
has ever had; James Rettie with Aaltje Posch 4th, a 
champion at the Ontario Winter Fair, dam of the former 
world’s champion two-year-old in official test, Alta Posch, 
and also a wonderful transmitter; G. W. Clemons with 
Evergreen March, the first 26,000-pound cow in Canada 
and champion in the provincial test, Neil Sangster with 
Rhoda’s Queen and S. Dickie & Son with Miss La Honda 
(both these cows milked over 100 Ibs. in a day and the 
latter made 13.14 lbs. butter in three days, records that 
have never been equalled in fair ground tests, as far as 
I know); M. L. & M. H. Haley with Lady Aaggie De Kol, 
twice a provincial champion and James Glennie with 
Daisy Teake’s Queen and Flosetta Teake, both champions 
in public test at Winnipeg summer fair.

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retary and editor. He was succeeded by my 
father, G. W. Clemons, who held the position 
from 1894 to 1913 when I was appointed in 
his stead. In 1895 our Association adopted 
a system of official testing under the name 
of Record of Merit. This corresponds very 
closely with the American Advanced Regis. 
try. There can be no doubt that the estab. 
lishment of official testing has done more 
than anything else to bring the good quali- 
ties of our breed before the public. A fur. 
ther step forward was taken in 1907 when 
the Association decided to co-operate with 
the Dominion Department of Agriculture 
in the system of yearly testing known as 
the Record of Performance. This is along 
the same lines as the American semi-officia] 
test, but the rules require that in order to 
qualify for a certificate, a cow must calve 
again within fifteen months of the com- 
mencement of the test. Naturally, this places 
us somewhat at a disadvantage in endeavor- 
ing to compete with American breeders in 
the making of large records, as your cows 
may be run unbred for the whole year. A 
few of our best cows have been run for a 
year under strictly official test, and two or 
three under American semi-official test. 

It is worthy of note that the champion 
butter cow of Canada of all breeds, Lady 
Pietje Canary’s Jewel, made her record of 
1173.66 lbs. butter in a year as a junior 
three-year-old under strictly official test. 
Zarilda Clothilde 3d De Kol, another Cana- 
dian cow, is world’s champion in official 
test with 30,467 lbs. milk in a year. Other 
good strictly official records are as follows: 
Madam Posch Pauline, 27,597.4 lbs. milk 
and 1123.53 lbs. butter; May Echo Posch, at 
3 years, 24,458.7 lbs. milk and 1008.47 Ibs. 
butter and Colony Aaggie Pietertje that as 
a junior two-year-old has just completed a 
record of 21,161.8 lbs. milk and 881.84 Ibs. 
butter. In American semi-official test we 
have Rauwerd Count De Kol Lady Pauline, 
29,017 lbs. milk and 1132.50 lbs. butter and 
Plus Pontiac Artis 20,911 Ibs. milk and 
1044.45 lbs. butter as a four-year-old. 

In our Record of Performance test, tak- 
ing the restrictions regarding calving into 
consideration, some very good records have 
been made. The present champion in the 
mature class is Posch Queen Wayne with 
1121.25 lbs. butter and 25,085 Ibs. milk in a 
year and 2062.50 lbs. butter and 45,948 Ibs. 
milk in two successive years. In the four 
year old class, Plus Pontiac Artis stands 
highest with 1020.00 lbs. butter and 20,911 
Ibs. milk. This cow also qualified the pre- 
vious year as a three-year-old with 990 lbs. 
butter and 21,018 lbs. milk. Calamity Snow 
Mechthilde 2d is the leading three-year-old 
with 1053.75 lbs. butter and 23,274 Ibs. 
milk, while the two-year-old class is headed 
by Duchess . Wayne Calamity 2d with 
846.25 lbs. butter and 16,714 lbs. milk 
A cow that has made a splendid showing in 
the yearly test is Baroness Madoline with 
962.50 lbs. butter and 20,710 Ibs. milk as a 
three-year-old, 966.25 lbs. butter and 21,149 
lbs. milk as a four-year-old and 1043.75 Ibs. 
butter and 21,770 lbs. milk the next year as 
a mature cow. By way of heaping the meas- 
ure, she produced during the above period 
five calves at three births and made a seven- 
day record of 34.48 lbs. The highest milk 
record made under Record of Performance 
rules is that of Desta, 27,128 lbs. but she 
drops to fourth place in her class in but- 
ter production with 1048.75 lbs. That great 
transmitting cow, May Echo, made at an 
advanced age 1042.05 lbs. butter and 23,707 
lbs. milk, which entitled her to the cham- 
pionship of Canada at tlie time. The scarcity 
of farm help owing to our four years’ par- 
ticipation in the war against the Huns has 
obliged many breeders to drop the yearly 
test, but thoughtful breeders recognize that 
it is the best indication of the economic

Distinguished Canadian Breeders 
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President Cortelyou’s Annual Address 


Editor’s Note—The President’s an- 
nual address delivered by Mr. Cortel- 
you in 1905 is a splendid example of 
his constructive work in behalf of the 
breed. His recommendations in re- 
gard to Holstein milk have formed the 
basis of much of the subsequent pub- 
licity effort of the Association through 
the general and technical press. 


those presént this morning who are members of our 

Association and I am especially pleased to note the 
presence of many others who are not yet regularly en- 
rolled but who are also enthusiastically engaged in the 
interesting work of development of the Holstein-Friesian 
cow. 

I refer with satisfaction to the fact that the continued 
growth in our membership and the wide-spread interest in 
the black and white cow have forced us to provide this 
large hall. in which to hold this, our Twentieth Annual 
Meeting. 

There are present members of this Association from 
Maine and California, from Minnesota and Missouri and 
from nearly every intervening state, making as I believe 
the largest attendance in the history of our Association. 

At the close of our last meeting our membership num- 
bered 1,180; today it has increased to 1,359. 

It is evidence of the good management and harmony 
which has prevailed that this large growth in membership 
has taken place, and it also indicates the sterling value 
of the cattle we favor and their rise in public esteem. Oth- 
er dairy breeds have maintained associations and herd 
books, some of them dating from a much earlier period 
than ours and yet I am able to state that none has a mem- 
bership much more than one-half as large. 

It may be of interest to you to know that New York 
state alone contains over 9,000 people who are owners of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle. 

The present distribution of the breed throughout the 
United States is clearly indicated by the residence of the 
members of this association. The New England states have 
118, New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and New Jersey to- 
gether have 726, Ohio and the states west of it have 378 
and the Southern states 68. 

The largest interests are in New York which has 516 
members or about 40 per cent of all. Wisconsin is second 
with 116, Ohio third with 95, Pennsylvania fourth with 90, 
Massachusetts fifth with 59, Michigan sixth with 57, Illinois 
seventh with 45, and Vermont eighth with 33. 

Of the neW members admitted to this Association dur- 
ing the year New York has furnished 72, Wisconsin 20, 
Massachusetts 10, Ohio 8, Pennsylvania 6, and other states 
contribute the remainder. 

The relative growth in popular favor of this association 
as contrasted with that of the breed most prominent in its 
rivalry with the black and whites during the past year 
may be realized when I tell you that there were admitted 
to membership in the A. J. C. C. but twelve persons and 
that we have issued 20,278 certificates against 19,967 by the 
American Jersey Cattle Club. 

It is of no less satisfaction to note the handsome income 
of the Association which has reached a total of $31,026.34; 
while our expenses, of which the amount returned to breed- 
ers in the form of special prizes for A. R. O. records con- 
stitutes a large share, were but $25,237.80; leaving a net 
gain for the year of $5,788.54. This amount, together with 
‘the reserve fund, which has now reached the sum of 
$22,014.51, gives a grand total of cash on hand of $38,083.60. 

While at this point I will take occasion to state that we 
may well consider the feasibility of arranging still further 
prizes for meritorious yields, not only of butter fat for 
long periods, but for quantity of milk and for other points 
in which our breed manifestly excels, but for exhibition of 
our cattle at the important fairs in territory not now largely 
interested in our breed. 

There is no lack of knowledge upon the part of our 
breeders as to the staying qualities of the Holstein cow, but 
inasmuch as our butter tests for recent years have been for 
short periods, usually seven days, the opportunity for 
criticism has been afforded to partisans of other breeds. 
The Advanced Registry work of the past year under the 
provisions of the rules adopted for making tests eight 
months after calving has resulted in a considerable num-

ber of very creditable yields which 
tend to officially confirm to the 
dairy world, that which we already 
knew, viz., that the Holstein cow 
is the largest, longest, most persis. 
tent and profitable milker of the 
dairy cows of the world. 

But further effort in this direction is most desirable and 
_ I believe that opportunity should be granted to those posses- 
sing the means and desiring to take up this work, to test 
their cows, officially, so far as possible, for periods of one 
year; and I also believe that suitable prizes for such work 
should be offered. Those of you who may be classed as pio- 
neers in Holstein matters are well satisfied with the stay- 
ing powers of your cows. You have not forgotten the enor- 
mous milk records of years ago, part of which were made 
under the old system of Advanced Registry testing, and 
many by private tests. Pietertje 2d, who yielded 30,318 
pounds of milk in one year and was milking sixty-one 
pounds per day at the close of the test, will never be 
forgotten, and the names of Clothilde, Echo, Mechthilde, 
Lady Fay, and many others will always recall to you the 
many records of 20,000 pounds and over, which were re- 
ported and satisfactorily authenticated. It must not be lost 
sight of that these records were of milk of average butter 
fat quality, three per cent and upwards, which, had it been 
officially tested at regular intervals would have demon- 
strated greater capacity in butter producing than any other 
breed has yet shown. Pauline Paul’s. magnificent record 
made in 1889 confirmed as it was beyond a doubt, of 1,153 
pounds of butter in one year, leaves her still the queen of 
all. Her milk record was seventy pounds per day or 18,699 
pounds for the year. 

Yet this great persistent milking quality of our breed 
should be demonstrated anew and by modern scientific 
methods. 

And again, I wish to state, that much attention should 
be given to impressing upon the public that but a small 
portion of the virture of milk as food is due to its butter 
fat content. It is vastly more important to Holstein inter- 
ests and to the future of the human race to demonstrate 
and make universally known that it is the solids other than 
fat in the milk, upon which our children thrive and grow 
and which makes milk the one absolutely indispensable 
food; and further that milk produced .by a vigorous race 
of cattle gives vitality and strength. 

Those races of cattle yielding a small amount of milk, 
containing a relatively high percentage of fat, are well 
known to be able to raise but a small percentage of their 
offspring and such milk fed to human beings produces the 
same results. : 

Thus, I say, that attention should also be given to devel- 
oping and making known those virtues which Holstein milk 
is, to us, well known to possess, viz., the great and indis- 
pensable quality and value of the solids other than fat. 

And upon this point, of the value of milk containing 
from three to four per cent fat and eight per cent and up- 
wards of solids not fat whole communities have gone astray, 
and milk standards for states have been made and enacted 
into laws, which totally disregard the fact that the majority 
of cows do not produce milk of the fat percentages neces- 
sary under these standards to prevent their being adjudged 
adulterated. No state is worse off in this respect than 
Massachusetts, which state requires for a large portion of 
the year, milk to show 3.7 per cent fat; and indeed, the 
standard adopted by the United States government, doubt- 
less under influences largely leaning towards the smaller 
races of cattle requires 3.25 per cent fat. 

Proper and persistent effort should be made in those 
states having these unreasonable standards to convince the 
people that this sort of legislation secures to them neither 
purity of product nor a desirable quality. 

The most important work of a public nature which, in 
my opinion will operate to advance the interests of owners 
of Holstein cattle, is the promulgation of a better knowl- 
edge among consumers of milk, of the dietetic value of the 
grade of milk produced by our cows. It is a well known 
fact that the offspring of those breeds of:cattle whose milk 
is rich in butter fat are reared with the greatest difficulty. 
Such offspring appear to.be deficient in vitality and es- 
pecially subject to stomach and bowel troubles which are

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A Glance Backward and Forward 


NVENTORY time is here. Much as we dislike the process, 
] the information gained is always very much worth 

while. In no other way can we know just where we are 
at; in no other way can we judge intelligently as to the 
progress we are making. Thus at the beginning of the 
new year, we want to take a brief look backward, and re- 
view some of the things that appeal to us as important 
among the developments of the year just closed. 

Nineteen eighteen has been in many respects a 
memorable year. Not only have Holstein price levels at- 
tained new and hitherto unheard of heights, but the de- 
velopment of the breed in both long- and short-time pro- 
duction tests has kept pace, and the Holstein idea is 
spreading more rapidly right now than it ever did in the 
past. At the meeting of the Executive Committee in De- 
troit in December over a thousand new members were ad- 
mitted to the Association, this great increase covering only 
the period since the June meeting at Milwaukee. 

Compare these figures with the membership as given 
in the Annual Address delivered by President Cortelyou 
in 1905, appearing in this issue of the World. In the past 
six months we have added to our membership almost as 
many breeders as there were total members in 1905, while 
we are now annually issuing over eight times as many 
certificates of registry and transfer as was the case in the 
earlier year mentioned. 

In the matter of records for production, we find that 
no less than twelve 40-lb. cows were developed including 
two above 47 lbs. It is noteworthy that one of these 47-lb. 
cows, the second highest record cow in the World is a 
daughter of the World’s Champion 50-lb. cow. Also at least 
six year records above 1000 lbs. of butter fat were com- 
pleted, although not all of them have yet been officially 
reported by the Advanced Registry Office. In this connec- 
tion, it is interesting to note that until within the last few 
weeks a representative of the Jersey breed has never in 
the history of their testing work produced above 1,000 Ibs. 
fat in a year, while only five Guernseys have crossed the 
thousand pound mark. Thus in 1918 the representatives of 
our breed have made as many records above 1,000 lbs. of 
fat as the representatives of all other breeds combined 
during all the years that have. been devoted to their de- 
velopment. 

The year has brought forth a constant procession of 
new World’s Champions, commencing in January with the 
announcement from California of a 25-lb. World’s Record 
Junior 3-year-old eight months after calving and proceeding 
down through the list to December with a Massachusetts 
heifer breaking the Senior 3-year-old record in the same 
division. In between we find champions from New York, 
South Carolina and Minnesota. These include a 42-lb. sen- 
ior 3-year-old in the 7-day division; an aged cow with over 
185 lbs. of butter in 30 days, a senior 2-year-old with over 
23 lbs. butter, averaging nearly 70 lbs. milk per day eight 
months after calving; a senior 2-year-old producing nearly 
23,000 lbs. milk in a year and another over 25,000 lbs. milk 
and 1040 lbs. butter, a senior 3-year-old with over 27,000 lbs. 
milk and just under 1200 lbs. butter, also a yearling heifer 
with over 27 lbs. in 7 days. 

In the list of the important happenings of the year, we 
would mention the Milwaukee Sale with its average of 
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$2430 per head and an individual price of $106,000.00;ana 
the consolidation of the Black and White Record with the 
World. This latter event has made possible a service for 
the breeders that was entirely out of reach under former 
conditions. ¥ 
The record of the year is unprecedented in the number 
of world famous animals that have been lost to the breed. 
These include Duchess Skylark Ormsby, the World’s 
Champion butter production; Lutscke Vale Cornucopia, the 
World’s Champion Milk Producer; K P Pontiac Lass, the 
first 44-lb. cow; Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie, the only 40-lb. 


.repeater; and among the great sires, King of the Pontiacs, 


Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, Colantha Johanna Lad, 
Johanna McKinley Segis and Sir Prilly Segis. The work 
of these animals is familiar and we need make no comment 
upon the importance of their places in Holstein history. 

In connection with the production records that have 
been made during the past year, it must be remembered 
that we have been working under war conditions, 
that labor and feed, two of the important items in record 
making have been very expensive and hard to procure; 
while at times, the present particularly, difficulty has been 
experienced in obtaining supervisors. It seems, therefore, 
that our breeders are deserving of special credit for their 
achievements under such conditions. The record of the 
year from every standpoint certainly offers the strongest 
encouragement for an optimistic view of the future of the 
industry. With relief in sight for the labor problem and 
the stimulus which the market is bound to receive through 
foreign demand for our cattle, we look forward confidently 
to 1919 as the greatest year in the history of our breed from 
the standpoint of records, prices, number of animals sold 
and registered and the number of new Holstein adherents. 
Let us each firmly resolve to leave no stone unturned in 
building for 1919 a record for the Holstein breed in which 
we may all take a just pride.

DOMINION DAIRY CONFERENCE

fatal in many cases; and it is now being more generally 
recognized by physicians and consumers that milk rich in 
butter fat is an improper food for young children and is 
deleterious in its effects and produces generally the same 
effects in human beings as in animals. 

The results are now said by scientists to be due to sev- 
eral causes and primarily to the excess of fat in the milk, 
and in the case of children, particularly are probably also 
due to the extraordinary character of the fat globules, 
which in these small breeds of cattle are extraordinarily 
large, and entirely unlike those in Holstein milk, which 
nearly corresponds with human milk in its solid contents. 

It is also becoming widely recognized that the milk from 
the large and vigorous races of cattle, especially Holsteins, 
possesses another quality, characterized by Professor Car- 
lyle as vitality, and that this quality is communicated to the 
consumer, whether man or beast. Thus we have large, 
strong vigorous calves when reared upon Holstein milk, 
and puny, weak ones from those reared upon milkrichin fat 
and human beings, fed upon milk possessing the character- 
_istics of Holstein milk, are likewise healthy, strong and 
vigorous 

The investigations of the Storrs Connecticut Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, as published in Bulletin No. 31, 
wholly confirm these assertions and I commend this bulle- 
tin to you as worthy of most careful study. ‘ 

Professor Carlyle was right in affirming that “there is 
such a thing as vitality in milk and that it is of equal, if not 
greater importance than its chemical composition, especial- 
ly for the milk svrnly of cities, and there can be no 
question but that tu. vitality of milk is closely associated 
with the vitality of the animal producing it.” 

I will quote generally from the Storrs Bulletin: “In the 
country at large, the product of one cow in five is sold to 
be consumed as whole milk. It will not be denied that 
milk varies in its food values and in its composition. The 
experiments were conducted for the purpose of showing 
the relative food value of solids from milk poor and rich 
in fat content when fed to young growing animals.” 

“For the first forty days the pair of pigs receiving skim 
milk gained sixty-two pounds; the pair receiving milk 
poor in fat 54.8 pounds; and the pair receiving milk rich in 
fat 42.2 pounds. For the next ten days the gain was for 
each pair, twenty-two pounds, twenty and one-half pounds, 
and three and one-half pounds respectively. From fifty to 
sixty days the results were twenty pounds gain, twenty- 
one pounds gain and six pounds loss respectively. After 
forty days of feeding the pair receiving the milk rich in 
fat were affected with loss of appetite and diarrhoea and 
finally did not consume enough to sustain life.” 

And I wish here to interpolate that there can be little, 
if any, doubt that the same effects are produced on young 
children by the feeding of milk of certain breeds of cows, 
that is clamored for by a class of health officers in our 
cities and urged upon the parents, especially those who are 
able to afford a high priced product. Not unfrequently the 
milk of such cows is also dangerous from other causes. 

To proceed with the quotation: “The pair receiving milk 
poor in fat content, as well as those receiving skim milk, 
maintained good appetites until the close of the trial.” 

“The failure of a pound of milk solids in rich milk to 
make equal or better gains than a pound of solids in the 
poor milk was not due apparently to lack of nitrogenous 
material, but rather to the excess of fat or to the character 
of tl + fat.” 

‘ arger fat globules were found in the richer milk, and 
this fact, in connection with the digestive disturbances, 
would seem to indicate the reason for the larger gains 
from a pound of solids with the poorer milk.” 

“Fat globules in human milk are smaller than the fat 
globules in cows’ milk. If it is safe to reason by analogy 
from the brute to the human, then whole milk containing 
a low per cent of fat would seem to be better suited for 
infant feeding than whole milk high in per cent of fat.” 

It seems to me that this closing paragraph is one to be 
taken to heart by every person. : 

From the officers‘ reports which will be read to you 
today, you will observe and be impressed with the magni- 
tude of the work carried on by this association. 

In the Department of Advanced Registry the report 
will show a total of 1245 officially authenticated butter tests 
made under supervision of State Experiment Stations. This 
. gratifying increase may be compared with the tests of 1904, 
which reached a total of 1,134 and again to those of 1903, 
of which there were but 659. 

It is entirely probable, with the great growth in our 
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membership, that the number of these tests will be quad- 
rupled within a short period of time. a 

From the secretary’s report comes the same uninter- 
rupted story of enthusiasm and progress. Registration and 
transfers have reached the unprecedented total of 20,278 
and the bulk of the twenty-third volume of our Herd Book 
will indicate that we may soon look forward to the neces- 
sity of printing two volumes per year. 

It is with pleasure and satisfaction that I here mention 
the painstaking care and efficiency of the executive officers 
of our Association who have handled the ever increasing 


. duties of their respective offices with that interest and en. 


thusiasm which can only come from those who are making 
your interests a life work. 

In considering the great benefits of our admirable sys- 
tem of Advanced Registry, both to the breed and to individ- 
ual owners, it is but the part of ordinary business prudence 
for those who are managing the affairs of the Association 
to direct your attention to the cost in dollars and cents, 
For the year 1904, there was paid out for clerical work and 
supervision, printing, postage and expenses of the Ad- 
vanced Register $7,322, and this amount has been increased 
during 1905. Whether or not a slight fee should be charged 
to cover the cost of labor and printing in this department, 
it is a matter for you to determine. 

It may be further suggested at this time that twenty 
years have elapsed since the formulation of the first rules 
for our system of Advanced Registry and that we were 
wholly without precedents to guide us at that time. 

In the practical application of the system several 
changes have been made in the rules and several things 
have been added thereto, and I may especially mention the 
method of making officially authenticated records—the 
A. R. O. system in short. 

In view of these conditions it is perhaps more or less 
difficult for our breeders to clearly understand the full re- 
quirements of the. system; and it may be best that a re- 
vision should be made simplifying and combining all the 
features of the system. And in this connection the re- 
quirements in butter fat in some of the classes may well be 
carefully considered. 

Eminent dairy scientists have suggested the increase of 
certain of the standards. For instance 7.2 pounds butter 
fat in seven days for a cow two years old, may now be re- 
garded as inadequate; and the requirement of nine pounds 
would doubtless tend to advance the improvement and 
popularity of the breed. The standard of twelve pounds 
fat for full age cows appears to be correct but there is a 
doubt as to the adequacy of the other standards. 

Fully believing and realizing the great value which 
the Advanced Register is, and has been to the breed, it 
may be truthfully stated that the system has worked a 
marked improvement in the breed,.in its applications to the 
needs and conditions of this continent; and it may even 
be claimed that American-bred animals are more valuable 
to the systems of dairying, both in North and South Ameri- 
ca and in Australia than Holland-bred cattle. 

At our last meeting among the resolutions adopted look- 
ing toward the improvement of our breed was one reducing 
the fees for registration of males, both to members of the 
Association and to others. The apprehension that was felt 
so far as such action might reduce materially our income 
from this source, appears to have been unfounded, for 
the number of males registered has increased beyond the 
percentage naturally expected and our income under the 
new fee has nearly equalled the amount of the year before. 

Another incident of the year, important to our interests 
and affording an example to be followed by those in other 
communities, has been the formation of a successful New 
York Holstein Breeders’ Club whose largely attended 
monthly meetings are doing much to forward local interests 
as well as to promote the general interests of our breed; 
and to the courtesy of their club is due our cordial recep- 
tion by the people of Syracuse upon this occasion. 

Touching upon the events of the year, of interest to 
Holstein breeders, a very interesting spectacle was the so- 
called “demonstration” of dairy cattle at St. Louis. 

This affair was thought not prudent for the Association 
to take part in, at the expense of our system of officially 
authenticated records and with the possibility of wiping 
out our entire cash surplus. Events have proved that to 
put our breed upon the same footing with the American 
Jersey Cattle Club would have cost upwards of $26,000, 
which is the amount our rivals disbursed there. 

But the “demonstration” was far from satisfactory to 
those who dominated in it, for the reason that no other 


dairy cattle breeders’ association took part in it. The-

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Meeting of Holstein-Friesian Officials — 


A meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee of The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America was held at Detroit, 
Michigan on December 21st. The meet- 
ing was presided over by President D. 
D. Aitken and the following members 
of the committee were present: 

Ww. A. Matteson, Chairman, Utica N. 
y.; A. L. Brockway, Syracuse, N. Y.; 
H. A. Moyer, Syracuse, N. Y.; Fred 
Pabst, Milwaukee, Wis.; W. B. Bar 
ney, Des Moines, Iowa. 

Secretary F. L. Houghton, Brattle- 
boro, Vt., Assistant Secretary H. Sea- 
verns, Brattleboro, Vt., Supt. of Ad- 
vanced Registry M. H. Gardner and 
Mrs. Gardner of Delavan, Wis., were 
in attendance. 

The minutes of the last meeting of 
the Board of Directors were read and 
approved. 

Applications for membership receiv- 
ed since the July 22d meeting of the 
Executive Committee and others pend- 
ing investigation were acted upon to 
the number of 1022. 

Applications for membership from 
Connecticut, Illinois, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, New York, Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania, Texas and Vermont were held 
for turther investigation as to their 
standing. 

Five applicants failed to receive th¢ 
unanimous vote of the committee and 
were definitely rejected. 

A life member, resident of Mary- 
land, who was expelled at a previous 
meeting of the committee, was grant- 
ed a period of six months from date to 
complete the registration of his herd 
and to dispose of the same and all 
privileges of the Association denied to 
him in future. 

A life member in New York was the 
subject of a similar resolution, con- 
firming the charges and report of the 
committee investigating him and was 
expelled from the Association and all 
further privileges denied him. 

The United States Army Hospital 
No. 26 at Fort Des Moines, Iowa, was 
granted honorary membership. 

The terms of recognition of the Can- 
adian Herd-Book as agreed upon be- 
tween Secretaries Houghton and Cle- 
mons were as follows: 

(1) All Holstein-Friesian cattle en- 
tering the United States from Canada 
shall be registered in the Holstein- 
Friesian Herd-Book of America and all 
Holstein-Friesian cattle entering Can- 
ada from the United States shall be 
registered in the Holstein-Friesian 
Herd-Book of Canada on the strength 
of the official certificates of registry 
from the country of origin without the 
registration of ancestors. 

(2) Each animal from the United 
States shall be accompanied -by the 
American certificate of registry, the 
American certificate of transfer to the 
Canadian buyer and a Canadian appli- 
cation for registry blank showing the 
color markings, name and number of 
the animal, name and number of the 
sire and dam, name of breeder and 
signature of the Canadian importer as 
owner. 

Each animal from Canada shall be 
accompanied by the Canadian certifi- 
cate of registry, the Canadian certi- 
ficate of transfer to the American 
buyer and an American application for 
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registry blank showing the color mark- 
ings, name and number of the aniinal, 
name and number of the sire and dam, 
name of breeder and signature of the 
American importer as owner. 

The signature of the breeder and 
the certificate of service of the dam 
shall not be required in either case. 


(3) Both the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America and the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada shall 
charge their regular registration fees 
for the re-registration of such import- 
ed animals. 


(4) In consideration of recognition 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America of the certificates of registry 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada, theCanadian Association shall 
reduce the fee for import certificate re- 
quired by the Canadian Customs De- 
partment to a nominal sum. 

(5) The Secretary of each Associa- 
tion shall furnish free of charge to the 
Secretary of the other Association 
such progeny records, transfer records 
and other information as may be re- 
quired for completion of office files. 

(6) The final adoption of this basis 
of agreement shall be contingent upon 
its ratification by the annual meeting 
of each Association. 

The ratification of this action by the 
Canadian Association will be made 
at its next annual meeting, and such 
amendments of their by-laws made as 
may be necessary under the circum- 
stances. The Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America will take similar 
action at its annual meeting in June. 
The new relationship will be firmly es- 
tablished and go into operation after 
the first Wednesday in June next 
(1919). 

A committee consisting of President 
D. D. Aitken, Secretary Houghton and 
Superintendent Gardner was appoint- 
ed to meet with officers of other dairy 
cattle breed associations for the pur- 
pose of discussing Advanced Registry 
work and rules and other subjects of 
common interest. 

Members in Illinois, Kansas, Michi- 
gan, North Dakota and Wisconsin to 
the number of seven were directed to 
be investigated by the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee with a view to 
preferring normal charges looking to- 
wards their expulsion for conduct con- 
trary to the constitution and by-laws. 

It was voted to sustain the work of 
the reorganized National Dairy Coun- 
cil to the extent of a contribution ot 
$250 per month until further action. 

Various matters requiring the in- 
terpretation of the Executive Commit- 
tee, rules regarding registration and 
their application, were passed upon by 
the committee in relation to particular 
instances which had arisen. Various 
transfers of animals involved were 
ordered to be made by the Secretary. 

The Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee was directed to conclude the 
formalities of the lease of the office 
building at Brattleboro for a term of 
ten years. 

J. B. MeDannell of Buffalo, N. Y., 
was granted the privilege of changing 
the name of the bull, Brothertown Pon- 
tiac Korndyke. : 

The request of the Netherland Run- 
dvee Stamboek of Holland in regard 


to dropping the word “Holstein” from 
the name of this Association was con- 
sidered and the matter laid upon the 
table. 

The letters of the Holstein-Friesian 
World to the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee and various- members of 
the Executive Committee requesting 
information as to the finances of the 
Association were read and the Secre- 
tary instructed by resolution to fur- 
nish the information with a full state- 
ment in reply thereto. 

The Chairman of the Executive 
Committee made a report as to de- 
linquent members, including those 
who had neglected to remit for Herd- 
Books or to pay for the supervision of 
A. R. O. testing at various institutions. 

A resolution was passed requesting 
Superintendent Gardner to take up 
with Prof. Wing of Cornell University 
the injury that would result to the 
breed in case large A. R. O. records 
were in process of being made and the 
supervisor should be called away be- 
fore such tests were completed, with 
the object of ascertaining whether it 
was possible for him to modify his rul- 
ing under such circumstances. 

M. S. Prescott, representing the 
New York State Holstein Breeders 
Club appeared before the committee 
and urged their action upon the con- 
ditions existing in New York State. 

Superintendent Gardner was also re- 
quested to take up the question with 
authorities in Washington through the 
Department of Agriculture with re- 
gard to securing the release of those 
citizens of New York who would be in 
a position to supervise tests if releas- 
ed from the service. 

Secretary Houghton was authorized 
and directed to make the necessary ar- 
rangements for the annual meeting at 
Philadelphia next June. 

The matter of the probable export of 
registered Holstein cattle by members 
to foreign countries and the purchase 
of such animals by foreign govern- 
ments was discussed and action taken 
to secure information from members 
of the Association as to the number 
and quality of cattle available for such 
purposes of export. 

The representative of the Associa- 
tion was nominated for the purposes 
of selecting two cows for the use of 
the department of agriculture at 
Kingston, Jamaica. 

Prof. William M. Rider, Director of 
Extension Service of the Association 
appeared before the committee and 
made a statement in detail reviewing 
his activities and plans for future 
work.

value of a cow, and we hope that in the 
near future conditions will be more favor- 
able to its wider adoption. One great ad- 
vantage that we have in connection with 
this test is that the supervisors are sup- 
plied free of cost by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the only expense to 
the breeder being the board of the men sent. 

Until the last eight or ten years, we 
have had in the Holstein business practically 
no wealthy men who could maintain large 
herds and afford to pay expert herdsmen to 
develop their cows to the utmost. All our 
breeders, until recently, have been hard- 
working farmers who had to make their 
living out of their cows and had no time for 
what Fred F. Field has called “scientific 
manipulation.” Now, however, it has become 
quite the thing for the city man who wishes 
to carry on e farm as a relaxation from 
business cares to establish a herd of black 
and whites. Skillful herdsmen are in strong 
demand and, as a consequence, we see some 
pretty high official records set up. At the 
present time we have two forty-pound cows 
and better than a hundred thirty-pound cows. 
The two former are Lakeview Dutchland Ar- 
tis with 43.05 lbs. and May Echo Sylvia 
with 41.00 lbs. The latter, as your readers 
well know, is world’s champion milk pro- 
ducer for all periods from one to one hun- 
dred days and is the dam of the highest 
priced animal of the cattle kind ever sold. 
Our champion senior four-year-old is Pet 
Posch De Kol with 38.54 lbs.; junior four- 
year-old. Lady Waldorf Pietje with 36.30 
lbs.; senior three-year-old, Lakeview Dutch- 
land Artis with 34.66 lbs.; junior three-year- 
old, Belle Model Pietje with 33.63 lbs.; 
senior two-year-old, Lakeview Dutchland 
Calamity Rose with 31.71 Jbs. and junior 
two-year-old, Het Loo Pietertje with 30.32 
lbs. The latter is a world’s champion as 
well. 

At the present time, our Association has 
about 3,000 members of which more than 
2,000 are resident in the province of On- 
tario. In addition to the breeders already 
mentioned we can name only a few that are 
doing exceptional work for the _ breed 
Messrs. A. C. ,Hardy, Allison Bros., Brown 
Bros., J. W. Stewart, B. R. Leavens, Laid- 
law Bros., E. B. Purtelle, A. D. Foster, D.

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THE CAMERA AS A SALESMAN 
By C. E. BUNDY. 

I often wonder why so few farmers 
make use of photography as an effec. 
tive means of advertising. Hardly any 
other business is so well adapted to 
photographic advertising as that of a 
farmer. He has the best of light, plen- 
ty of room, chance for choice of back- 
ground, and his goods to be sold, such 
as stock, fruit, grain and vegetables, 
honey, maple sugar, or some or all of 
these articles, will make telling photo- 
graphs and show the prospective cus- 
tomer just what he may expect. 

For example, when a farmer adver- 
tises animals for breeding, in farm 
papers or county or city publications, 
he, as a rule, must write pages of de- 
scription in answer to inquiries from 
prospective customers. When a limit- 
ed number of miscellaneous animals 
or products are to be sold at intervals, 
farmers cannot well afford to get out 
descriptive catalogues. For that rea- 
son photography affords a_ practica) 
and at the same time a comparatively 
inexpensive solution of their advertis- 
ing problem. 

Several good photographs of a bull, 
horse, cow, boar, ram, or cockerel, 
each showing the animal pictured in 
different positions, will give the inter- 
ested customer an idea of what the 
animal or bird is like as an individual] 
better than pages of written descrip 
tion. Also apples, potatoes. vegetables, 
corn, wheat, barley, etc., can be shown 
in a photograph after’some practice so 
that those who are making inquiries 
can be satisfied as to the quality, and 
many additional sales will result from 
the photographs used for this purpose. 

Photography is particularly strong 
as a sales maker in helping to show 
type, conformation, coloring, and vigor 
in pure-bred stock. Many a misunder- 
standing and trouble-making come- 
back would be avoided if good photo- 
graphs of the stock had been used 
along with the sales-talk correspond- 
ence. 

Getting this aid to making tarm 
sales is a simple matter, too. There 
are excellent medium-sized cameras 
that will make attractive 4x5 inch pho- 
tographs, or the postcard size—34x 
514 inches—is more convenient to slip 
into letters. The “know how” of oper- 
ating the camera can be learned in a 
lesson or two, so that a start can be 
made; then frequent practice, with oc- 
casional suggestions from an expert.

HIGHER PRICES FOR FEED 


Cheaper flour and bread and more 
expensive mill feeds will probably re- 
sult from an order recently issued 
by the United States Food Administra. 
tion cancelling all flour milling regu- 
lations including fair price schedules. 
As soon as this order was promulgated, 
there was a sharp rise in the price of 
mill feeds which is taken as an al- 
most certain indication that flour will 
drop. Existing regulations which re- 
strict margins of profit on flour and 
mill feeds will remain in effect and 
the general rulings regarding profit- 
eering, hoarding and unfair practices 
have not been repealed. 

In commenting on this ruling and 
its effect, the Chicago Tribune says, 
“The increase in the price of mill 
feeds.is likely to increase the cost of 
milk, as the price to the milk pro- 
ducers is based partly on the cost of 
feeds used in the dairy.”

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LIVESTOCK AND CEREAL POSSI- 
BILITIES 

Since the United States Food Ad- 
ministration ends with the proclama- 
tion of Peace by the President, it ap- 
pears that a brief statement of facts 
as they now appear in regard to live- 
stock and cereal possibilities for the 
United States in the future may be of 
interest as a basis for such deductions 
on your part on behalf of agricultural 
and livestock interests as present evi- 
dence warrants. 

In peace time Europe, excluding 
Russia and Turkey, consumed twenty- 
five billion pounds of meat per year. 
As comprehensive a survey as it is 
possible to make with the prevailing 
chaotic European conditions indicates 
that in the coming year the meat sup- 
ply of the European countries from 
home sources will total about seven 
and one-half billion pounds — at the 
most not more than ten billion pounds. 

Surplus meat supplies throughout 
the world indicate that a total of sev- 
en and one-half billion pounds can be 
supplied to Hurope from _ outside 
sources, of which about four and one- 
fourth billion pounds can be sent from 
the United States. There is not pork 
enough in the world to nearly supply 
the demand. 

Of course. it is not safe to assume 
that meat consumption in Europe in 
the coming year will be normal, even 
if normal supplies could be furnished. 
However, 20 per cent reduction in con- 
sumption demand would still leave a 
25 per cent deficit. 

The future of cereal demand is in 
some degree dependent upon the ma- 
chinery which will be set up in Eu- 
rope for food distribution. If finances 
can be arranged and equality of dis- 
tribution prevails it seems safe to as- 
sume that the surplus stocks accumu- 
lated in various points of the world 
will be almost entirely consumed this 
year, and safely out of the way when 
the next harvest comes in. An increase 
in food production is to be expected 
for the coming year. However, it 
seems improbable that the entire in- 
crease will more than equal the sur- 
pluses which were released when the 
armistice was signed. Therefore, the 
total amount of food from the coming 
world harvest will probably only about 
equal that of the last harvest, plus the 
accumulated food supplies released in 
India, Australia and the Argentine.

MORE LIGHT ON INBREEDING 


Breeding facts valuable to live stock 
raisers are being collected by the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry through ex- 
periments conducted on its farm at 
Beltsville, Md. Experiments on the ef- 
fects of inbreeding in guinea pigs, be- 
gun in 1906, already have been car- 
ried to the eighteenth generation 
wholly by mating brother and sister. 
Inbreeding is a practice frequently 
used by live stock raisers in their ef- 
forts to fix and render prepotent de- 
sirable family traits. With the prac- 
tical results hoped for, however, cer- 
tain disadvantages, formerly difficult 
to explain, sometimes appeared. 

Present progress of the Government 
inbreeding investigations with guinea 
pigs has developed the following points 
of interest: 

The mere fact that the closest in- 
breeding can be carried to the eigh- 
teenth generation without any very 
obvious degeneration is noteworthy. 

There has been, however, some de- 
cline in vitality, size and, especially, 
fertility.

The following applicants for mem- 
bership in the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America were accepted at 
the meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee, December 21, 1918, at Detroit, 
Michigan.

nd Ayrshire clubs took the same view of it as 
Cr commitioe and were content to pursue their suc- 
cessful systems of official work. It was not to be expected, 
however, that individual owners in the immediate locality 
would resist the allurements of large cash prizes and the 
nope of glory, and they did not. Three ambitious and en- 
terprising breeders of the black and whites made a joint 
entry of fifteen cows from their own herds, a few of which 
were hastily selected and purchased for the _pur- 
pose in New York state, and made an exhibition of the 
powers of our breed highly creditable under the circum- 
stances to all concerned and even brought. to the front one 
cow which in amount of butter fat, vanquished all comers. 
Indeed it seems quite probable that the test would have 
peen won easily by the Holsteins had there been any such 
concerted effort to secure the best cows as was made by 
the Jersey club; for if three small Holstein herds can fur- 
nish a contingent of fifteen head which so nearly van- 
quished a Jersey herd gathered from Maine to California 
during three years of preparation there can be no doubt 
of the result, when our entire resources are drawn upon. 

It may be further stated that the entire winnings of the 
Holstein herd. were $500, the Jerseys $400, the Shorthorns 
$350, and the Brown Swiss $250. The interpretation of these 
figures is then in the various classes of the St. Louis dairy 
demonstration the Holstein-Friesian herd won twenty per 
cent more money than any other herd. It would appear 
from the greatly increased demand for Holsteins in the 
West that the demonstration convinced a large number of 
people that the Holstein is the most profitable cow. 

Of the exhibition of our breed at St. Louis it may be 
said that it was simply magnificent and reflects much credit 
upon the participants in this show, which has been aptly 
characterized as the greatest cattle show of this or any 
preceding age. “Such an aggregation of well bred cattle 
has never before been passed before the public within the 
gates of any show yard on either side of the sea” is the 
comment of the highest authority.

So successful were th 
schools held at the New York gent 
college of agriculture at Ithaca last

The first school, which will o 
January 13 and continue through wae 
ruary 1, is intended for beginners in 
farm tractor operation, while the sec- 
ond of these schools, the dates of 
which are February 17 to March 8 in- 
clusive, is for persons who have had 
experience. 

Numbers Limited 

Each course will be limited to 24 
persons and for that reason the col- 
lege authorities advise any who may 
desire to enter to send in their appli- 
cations at once. It is desired to have 
as students only those who can and 
will profit most by the instruction. On- 
ly the applications of those who will 
actually be concerned with the care 
and operation of tractors the coming 
summer can be considered. 

The work will consist of two lectures 
a day, one the first thing each morn- 
ing and the other directly after the 
noon hour. The rest of the day will be 
devoted to laboratory work in which 
the students will have opportunity to 
put into practice the principles laid 
down in the lectures. 

The tuition is free to residents of 
this state, though there will be a labor- 
atory fee of $4 to pay for the costs of 
materials used. A descriptive circu- 
lar and application blank will be sent 
on request from the department of 
rural engineering, state college of 
agriculture, Ithaca, New York.—N. Y.

FARM RECORDS 


Farmers who are not keepi 
records should seek the advise of aa 
county agent or State farm manage. 
ment specialist as to a suitable form 
of record and the method of keeping 
it, and be ready at the beginning of 
the farm year to make prompt en. 
tries of things done during the year 
This may be a record of just one 
enterprise, or of all the operations of 
the farm. The record will be found : 
very helpful in finding out the strong 
and weak points of the year’s busi- 
ness, and in deciding on any changes 
that may be desirable in the organi- 
zation and management for the next 
year. Farmers who are already keep- 
ing records should see that the ac. 
counts are summarized and the new 
inventories promptly entered for the 
beginning of the next year’s business. 
Farmers who do not keep books will 
find it difficult to make proper returns 
under the Federal income-tax law.—U. 
S. Dept. of Agri.
